AWARNING - Seizures 

Some people (about 1 in 4000} may have seizures or blackouts triggered by tight flashes, such as while watching TV or 
playing video games, even il they have never had a seizure before. 

Anyone who has had a seizure, loss of awareness, or other symptom linked to an epileptic condition should consult a 
doctor before playing a video game. 

Parents should watch when their children play video games. Stop playing and consult a doctor if you or your child have 
any of the following symptoms: 

Convulsions Eye or muscle twitching Loss of awareness 

Altered vIsion Inuoluntarymovemanta Disorientation 

To reduce the likelihood of a seizure when playing video games: 

1. Sit or stand as Far from the screen as possible. 

Z. Play video games on the smallest available television screen. 

3, Do not play if you are tired or need sleep. 

4, Play In a well-lit room, 

5, Take a 10 to IS minute break every hour. 


AWARNING - Repetitive Motion Injuries 


Playing video games can make your muscles, joints dr skin hurt after a few hours. Follow these Instructions to avoid 
problems such as Tendonitis, Carpal Tunnel Syndrome or skin irritation: 

* Take a 10 to 15 minute break every hour, even if you dom think you need it, 

* If your hands, wrists or arms become tired or sore while playing, stop and 
rest them for several hours before playing again, 

* If you continue to have sore hands, wrists or arms during or after play, stop 
playing and see a doctor. 


| AWARNING - Battery Leakage 

Leakage of battery acid can cause personal Injury as well as damage to your Game Boy, If battery leakage occurs, 
thoroughly wash the affected skin and clothes. Keep battery add away from your eyes and mouth. Leaking batteries may 
make popping sounds. 

To avoid battery leakage: 

* Do not mix used and new batteries (replace all batteries at the same time), 

* Do not mix alkaline and carbon zinc batteries. 

* Do not mix diffe rent bra nds of batteries. 

■ Do not use nickel cadmium batteries. 

* Do not leave used batteries in the Game Boy, When ihe batteries are losing tbeir charge, the power light may 
become dim, the game sounds may become weak, or the display screen may be blank. When this happens, 
promptly replace all used batteries with new battenes. 

* Do not leave batteries in the Game Boy or accessory for long periods of non-use. 

* Do not leave the power switch on after the batteries have lost their charge. When you finish using the 
Game Boy, always slide the power switch OFF 

* Do not recharge the batteries. 

* Do not put the batteries in backwards. Make sure that the positive (+) and negative {-) ends are facing in the 
correct directions. Insert the negative end first. When removing batteries, remove the positive end first, 

* Do not dispose of batteries In a fire.

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Level Selection Screen 

The screen is split with a movie reel along the left side and a 
description of the level on the right- The current level is centered 
on the left. Use the + Control Pad Up and Down to scroll through 
the available levels. The name of the level, the primary 
eharacter(s) involved, and the number of collected bugs is listed 
on the right. Press the A Button to enter the selected level. 






As you finish a level, you may go back at any time and play it 
again. Collecting all 40 bugs in a level will unlock a portion of 
that section's bonus level. Once all portions are unlocked, you 
will be able to access the bonus level.
